New York, March 25.—Jennie Burch, 
a quarter-breed Mohawk, who, In Sep­ 
tember last, poisoned the infant son of 
Herbert Winahip, a wealthy farmer of 
Cowles Corner, Putnam county, is on 
trial for her life at Carmel, N. Y. 
She 
is fifteen years old. 
On the day of the baby'a burial abe 
flung herself upon the child’s casket 
and sobbed out a confession of how' she 
had fed the Infant a poisoned peach. 
8he said she had 
loved 
her 
little 
charge, and because of her great love 
had killed it. 
Medical men and other men of sci 
ence who have examined and studied 
the girl differ as to her sanity. 
Jennie Burch was a w iff and was 
given a home by the Winshlp family 
four years ago. 
The farm er and his 
family treated the girl as one of their 
own. 
When the baby, Wilbur, was 
born Jennie Burch became Its guard* 
lan night and day. 
Her love rivaled 
that of the child's mother. 
No one has 
been able to give a satisfactory expla­ 
nation of the crime. 
The murder it* 
self was preceded by 
several incen­ 
diary fires, which the girl admitted 
she was responsible for. 
First the 
barn was burned ami then followed 
nine different attem pts to burn the 
W inship home. 
Jennie’s explanation of the incen- 
! diarlsm is that she wanted to see tho 
I “flames shoot.” 
After the barn had 
been burned she said she imagined 
she was suspetced and this thought 
preyed on her mind. 
When she had 
decided to kill herself she thought of 
the baby and concluded that the child 
should die with her. 
She poisoned a 
peach, and, giving the child a jiortion, 
ate the remainder herself. 
W ithin bn f an hour the girl and the 
Infant were taken violently ill. 
Mrs. 
Winshlp did all she could for both of 
them. 
Before night sec in the baby 
died, but Jennie Burch recovered. The 
girl Insist that she poisoned the peach 
with Iodine. 
Chemists employed by 
the state say that 
the 
poison that 
killed the child was strychnine. 
The girl is to be tried before Justice 
Mills of the supreme court, who has 
appointed two lawyers to defend her. 
It is beUeved they wdll attem pt to 
prove insanity at the time of the mur­ 
der. 


Florence, Ala., March 25.—The ne­ 
gro, Cleveland Harding, who attem pt­ 
ed to at sault Mrs. Ben F. Rice near 
here Friday, and who was driven off 
by Mrs. R ice’s shepherd dog. was sum­ 
marily executed Sunday by his Intend­ 
ed victim ’s husband and some 200 or 
300 sympathizers. Tied to a tree, with 
his arms up, the negro was riddled 
with bullets, the first shot being fired 
by Rice, following which, It is said, 
every man in the crowd emptied his 
revolver at the prisoner. 
It is said 
that over 1,000 shols were fired. 
The 
negro was captured half a mile below 
J town, and was taken before Mrs. Rice, 
who fainted at sight of him. 
Upon 
recovering she fully Identified her as­ 
sailant, and on 
being 
asked what 
sholud be done with him. told the ne­ 
gro’s captors to do as they thought 
best. 
Harding was taken a short dis­ 
tance from Hie Rice home, where a 
conference of the mob leaders was 
held, 
Some said bum him, but shoot­ 
ing was decided on. 
Beyond confessing his guilt, the ne­ 
gro had nothing to say, and was stol­ 
idly indifferent, it seemed, as to his 
fate. 
The body was left tied to the 
tree bv the mob, members of which 
mane no effort to conceal their iden­ 
tity. 
The sheriff overtook the crowd 
before tho lynching, but his appeals 
were unavailing.

The intellectual author of the navy 
laws of 1898 and 1900, and of the 
amendm ent act of 1906 was Admiral 
Von Tirpitz, the secretary of state of 
the German im perial naval office.

them 
through tho debates with considerable 
skill. Born March 19, 1849, at Custrin, 
the son of an em inent jurist who held 
a high judicial post in that town, with 
the title O ber-Landesgerichtsrath, Al­ 
fred Tirpitz became a naval cadet in 
1865, and was afterw ards at the naval 
academy from 1874-76. He subsequent­ 
ly devoted much attention to the tor­ 
pedo branch of the service, and is re­ 
sponsible for modern German torpedo 
Organization and the tactical use of 
torpedoes in the German navy. 
He 
was inspector of torpedo service, and 
was the first flotilla chief of the tor­ 
pedo flotillas. 
Later hp became chief 
of the staff of the naval station in the 
Baltic and of the suprem e command 
of the German navy. 
He has made 
several long sea voyages, is regarded 
as an em inent tactician, and is the 
author of the rules for German naval 
tactics as now in use in the navy. 
In 1895 he was promoted to the rauk 
of rear adm iral, and becam e vice ad­ 
m iral in 1899. 
During 1896 and 1897 
he commanded the cruiser squadron 
In E ast Asia, and was appointed sec­ 
retary of state of the im perial navy 
office in January, 1897. 
In the follow­ 
ing year he was made a m inister of 
state, and in 1901 received the beladi­ 


ed great value to Admiral 
Von 
litz’s counsel, for he always 
found th at he was capable of imme­ 
diately seizing the point of a m atter. 
As a man, the adm iral has a genial 
and kind sailor-ilke nature, and he is 
courteous and considerate to all who 
work under him and come in contact 
with him.

The plan, which is now being con­

president, is the appointm ent 
of

w estern interstate traffic commission­ 
er to represent the commission, with 
headquarters at Chicago and St. Louis. 
This man is to co-operate 
with the 
public and the railroad officials in ob­ 
tain s reasonable rate adjustm ents and 
to adjudicate all m atters now In dis­ 
pute. 
The 
railroad 
representatives 
and the com m issioner would virtually 
assem ble about a round table to dis­ 
cuss freight rates, stop violations of 
the law and prevent rate discrimina­ 
tions and preferences.

secure absolute freedom from stable 
odors and, lf possible, east or south 
of it.

The best plan Is to 
have the building extend nearly north 
and south.

and they must be large enough to car­ 
ry a good volume of air and be per­ 
fectly tight 
Our stalls are not modern. 
They 
have been satisfactory, but we are 
going to have a more sanitary affair 
before another winter. 
The milk and 
wash rooms are opposite the 
silo 
They are separated from the bam by 
swing doors. 
The stable odors never 
bother if we are careful to keep the 
doors closed. 
The tank in the milk 
room furnishes water for cooling the 
milk and watering the cows. 
There 
is a milk scale and cow record in the 
milk room. 
Each cow’s yield is re­ 
corded. 
The milk is strained, separ 
ated and the cream is cooled 
here. 
This end of the barn is nearest the 
house.

New Style Milking Pail. 


The spout of the pall has a tight fit­ 
ting cover.

Selecting Laying Hens 


(By W. R. Graham, of the Ontario Ag­ 
ricultural College.) 


Egg production is the best end of 
the poultry business, and if we can in­ 
crease this we are doing a great thing 
for the poultry man. 
To show the 
vast room there is for improvement it 
1s only necessary to state that the av­ 
erage hen in the province of Ohtario 
does not produce more than 80 eggs 
per year. 
Even at the experiment 
stations the average per hen does not 
exceed IOO eggs per year. 
The only 
means of improving the yield is by a 
careful selection of the breeding stock. 
At the experiment alation in Maine 
the average yield of the whole flock 
has been raised to 134 eggs per hen. 
This has been brought about, by means

luring pullet is invariably a better 
layer than one slow in its develop­ 
ment.

I have been rash enough to say a man 
should use land plaster In his stable, 
but Prof. Ketch says land plaster has 
no power to fix ammonia 
at 
all. 
Therefore, we must put on lots of bed­ 
ding, and not allow it to remain un­ 
der the cow until 
it is all 
matted 
down, and when we stir it up find mold 
In it; keep it working to the gutter 
and put on fresh. 
I have never found 


b o good an absorbent as good, fresh 
horse manure scattered behind the 
cows each morning with road dust. 
It holds the ammonia, takes up all 
the liquids and keens the cow reason­ 
ably clean. If a man is going to have 
a sanitary stable, he must put in hard 
work, and I would recommend a ma­ 
nure carrier, and to clean out the 
stable twice a day. 


Dairy Points. 


Oversour cream gives a sour and, of 
course, an abnormal taste to the but­ 
ter. 
A really good dairy cow will certain­ 
ly not gain in flesh when in full flow 
of milk. 
A dairy thermometer Is quite inex­ 
pensive, and it is certainly a labor- 
saving device. 
Put a pint of fresh buttermilk Into 
the cream jar as a starter, and your 
cream will ripen sooner. 
Get the cow that gives milk all the 
year round as far as possible. 
It is a 
great loss to dry up cows when it is 
not necessary. 
Don’t sacrifice the good cows and 
the young growing stock. 
Give them 
the best care for another year—they 
will all be wanted. 
The small farm with the small herd 
is better than a large farm with a 
large herd, because the small farm 
will do more iu proportion than the 
large one. 
A poor cow may even be made to 
pay her way by liberal feeding and it 
is equally true that a good cow may 
be made to lose money by niggardly 
treatment. 
It is far more satisfactory to have 
the cow in the first flow of milk in 
good condition, when the yield may be 
stimulated by sufficient food without 
reducing her flesh too much.

Most of our farmers need a higher 
standard in dairying. 
They have too 
long been satisfied with a very ordi­ 
nary cow, fed on ordinary feed, giving 
ordinary milk with only an ordinary 
percentage of fat on it.

that has not yet done b o , should revise 
his standards and push all of them 
up a notch higher. 
If his cows are 
making 200 pounds of butter per year 
on the average, he should set the 
standards at 250 or more pounds, and
